1. FOLLOWING RECEIPT OF INSTRUCTIONS BY ALL MEMBERS OP CONTACT 
GROUP, CANADIAN HIGH COMMISSIONER, WEST GERMAN AND BRITISH 
CHARGES, AND POL COUNSELORS PRANCE AND U.S. MET AFTERNOON 
CONPIDENTIAL 
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MAY 9 

TO COORDINATE APPROACH TO FMG. CONCENSUS REACHED THAT ONE MEM- 
BER OP GROUP SHOULD BRIEF FMG ON BEHALF OF ALL. U.S. WAS 
ASKED AND AGREED TO GIVE BRIEPING MAY 10 TODIRECTOR MEA'S APRICA 
DEPARTMENT AKADIRI IF HE AVAILABLE, OR TO HIS DEPUTY, IP NOT. 

2. ACCORDINGLY, POLCOUNS CALLED AKADIRI MORNING MAY 10 AND, 
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EXPLAINING PURPOSE, REQUESTED APPOINTMENT. AKADIRI SAID HE 
WOULD BE UNAVAILABLE ALL DAY (EYI: HE IS TAKING PART IN 
ANGOLAN/ZAIRIAN TALKS CURRENTLY BEING HELD IN LAGOS UNDER 
NIGERIAN AUSPICES END EYI) AND SUGGESTED MEETING WITH DEPUTY 
DIRECTOR. POLCOUNS SUBSEQUENTLY RECEIVED BY MARTINS AND AMBASS- 
ADOR MALIKI (FORMER AMBASSADOR TO ALGIERS). 

3. NIGERIANS LISTENED ATTENTIVELY TO PRESENTATION, INTERRUPTING 
ONLY TO OBTAIN CONEIRMATION THAT CONTACT GROUP INTENDED THAT 
SWAPO AND NUJOMA WOULD PARTICIPATE IN NAMIBIAN ELECTIONS. AT 
CONCLUSION OE PRESENTATION, MARTINS AND MALIKI MADE EOLLOWING 
OBSERVATIONS: 

(A) PAST EXPERIENCE WITH VORSTER MAKES EMG QUESTION 
WHETHER THE SAG LEADER WILL KEEP AGREEMENTS HE MAKES. 

IT WOULD BE BETTER IE HE WERE REPLACED BY SOMEONE "MORE 
LIBERAL." 

(B) AGREEMENT OE SAG TO US INVOLVEMENT IN THE ELECTORAL PROCESS 
IN NAMIBIA IS STEP IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION. 

(C) THERE WILL BE DIFEICULTIES WITH SAG OVER SWAPO PARTICI- 
PATION IN NEGOTIATIONS GIVEN VORSTER'S REEUSAL TO SIT 
DOWN WITH NUJOMA. 

(D) CONTACT GROUP INITIATIVE IS WELCOME. 

(E) EMG APPRECIATIVE OE BRIEEING. 

4. NEITHER MARTINS NOR MALIKI REACTED WHEN TOLD OE CONTACT 
GROUP'S HOPE THAT EMG WOULD USE ITS INELUENCE TO ASSURE SWAPO'S 
PARTICIPATION IN FUTURE TALKS. 
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5. COMMENT: EMG'S SKEPTICISM OP SOUTH APRICAN INTENTIONS CAME 
THROUGH LOUD AND CLEAR. SO DID NIGERIA'S PROTECTIVE CONCERN 
POR POSITION OP SWAPO AND NUJOMA. NONETHELESS, MEA OPFICIALS 
APPEARED SINCERELY IMPRESSED WHEN TOLD OF SAG DECISION NOT TO 
SEEK PARLIAMENTARY APPROVAL OF TURNHALLE CONSTITUTION AND ITS 
AGREEMENT TO UN INVOLVEMENT IN ELECTORAL PROCESS.
